Neither again does it condemn the Civil Ma- 
giſtrate, who after' a fair, and legal Trial, upon 
ſufficient Evidence takes away the Life of a Mur- 
therer. Nay, the Words are ſo far from this, 
that God in them does poſitively command that 
they ſhall-do it, Whoſoever ſheds Man's Blood, by 
Man ſhall bis Blood he ſhed ; Namely, by the Ma- 
giſtrate, 'who is here empower'd, and required 
under the Penalty of God's higheſt Diſpleaſure 
to inflict this Puniſhment. For as the Sword of 
Juſtice is put into his Hand, ſo is he obliged to 
uſe it by way of Terrour, and Vengeance againſt 
them that do Evil; that by theſe means he may 
cut off all ſuch Workers of Iniquity. It muſt be 
done for the Good of the Community; and to 
deter others from being guilcy of ſuch. heinous 
Crimes. And tho) it be ſaid in the Words that 
follow the Text, that in the Image of God made 
be Man, and for that Reaſon one Man ſhall not 
ſhed another Man's Blood; yet we mult conſider 
that he that has murther'd another, has defaced 
the Image of God, not only upon the Perſon 
whom he has murther'd, but Iwewile upop him- 
ſelf too.

killed Abel, but God came down from Heaven, 
and told him, that the Voice of his Brothers Blood 

| d unto him from the Ground, and he himſelf de- 
. ſcended upon the Earth to avenge it. It cry'd to 
Heaven, and God heard the Voice. All the Hal- 
lelujahs of the Bleſſed Angels could not drown 
the Cry of Blood, but God heard it, and came 
down, and puniſhed it. The Cry of it was fo cla- 
morous, and piercing into the Courts of I 
: 3 tnat 
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that the Great King thereof would not be at reſt, 
till he had mark'd the Tranſgreſſor with a Signal 
Brand of his Diſpleaſure. And every. Murderer 
may expect to be detected, as well as Cain. Con- 
| ſcience it ſelf, we hope, will make his Heart to 
ſtoop. For ſurely his very Sleeps are to him as 
the Shadaw of Death; Terror. and Amazement 
purſue him in the Night ; and when the Day-ſpring 
from on High appears in the Morning, the Bright» 
neſs of the Sun muſt betray his Guilt, and make 
him love Darkneſs rather than Light. But then 
his Dread within him muſt make Darkneſs itſelf 
more terrible than Death. Thoſe very Shadows of 
the Mountains, where this Murder was committed, 
will ſeem like Armed Men to the Guilty. For is 
the Tranſgreſſion of a Wicked Man there is a Snare. 

And, as the Wiſe Man ſays, again, A Wounded 


prit who can bear? Judas Who, we may ſay, was 


the Murderer of our Lord, choſe a Halter to be 
rid of it. And they who did this, may be glad to 
be eaſed by ſuch a Death. For the Guilt that 
ſprings from unſeen Wickedneſs, brings Sweating 
and Horror into the Breaſts of them who commit 
it.
